attended the Confederate rennion at Chatta- 
noo^a. Qnly last week he was stricken at 
the hom© of Mrs* Williame with somethinp 
like paralvais, and remained in a very 
critic j! condition for seVeral days* Last 
Monday Le hat) re cover ed sufficiently to come 
down town* On his way back to his daughter T s 
he was a^ain stricken* From this he never 
recovered but lingered along üirtil death 
carae to his relief. 

Besides his childred he is survivf?d by two 
brotaers, Beverly and John, two gisters, Mrs, 
Eveline Johnson and Mrs* Ann Potts, all reside 
ln the county exeept Mrs* Potts, who lives at
